The City Council met Monday night, 
Trustee Cunningham presiding in the 
absence of President G. W. Holston. 
The meeting was taken up largely 
with routine business and the con¬ 
sideration of monthly bills. Such 
bills in the sum of $693.10 were 
presented by the city clerk and ap¬ 
proved by tlie finance committee. 

Other matters brought to the at¬ 
tention of the board were as follows: 

The Enterprise Foundry Company 
asked the city for reimbursement in 
the sum of $100 for damages done to 
their plant by mischievous boys of the 
town. The damage, according to the 
letter, consisted chiefly of broken 
windows, the communication setting 
forth that the company considered the 
city in a measure responsible for the 
damage because of inadequate police 
protection.

David Smith, local executive secre¬ 
tary of the Y. M. C. A., who was 
gassed at the Argonne on September 
26, agrees absolutely with General 
Sherman’s definition of war. 

Smith was serving as a Y. M. C. A. 
secretary when inducted into Company 
A of the Forty-eighth Machine Gun 
Company, Ninety-first Division, and 
gives a vivid description of the 
Argonne engagement. 

“The German methods of securing 
imormation of allied troop movements 
were almost uncanny,” said Smith. 
“We moved to the Argonne following 
the battle of St. Mihiel, and although 
it had for four years been one of the

Neither were Frances 
Cronin, Marian Ayers, Mrs. Drennan 
or any of tlie others. ' 

Dr. Northeott was on Wednesday 
released on bail in Redwood City, 
ponding an appeal. Wednesday night 
lie surrendered himself to Lieutenant 
Charles Golf of San Francisco on a 
grand jury Indictment charging him 
witli the murder of Eleanor Ander * 1 
son. He was released on $3000 cash 
bail. 

Dr. Northeott was accompanied to 
the Hall of Justice by his attorney, 
Francis Mannix.

most quiet sectors of the war, the 
night we arrived the Germans threw 
up a tremendous barrage, sent out 
raiding parties, and succeeded in cap¬ 
turing several French soldiers who 
were still occupying tlie front line 
trenches. 

“Upon the second day of the ad¬ 
vance we were lying plastered against 
a hill when the German aeroplanes 
flew over our position and gave tlie 
range to the German artillery, which 
succeeded in plunking a constant 
rain of shells, which burst danger¬ 
ously close. To make bad matters 
worse, the German fliers dropped 
dozens of bombs around us. That they 
failed to wipe us out entirely seemed 
almost miraculous, but our company 
suffered very few casualties In that 
advance. The Germans then mixed 
the fire of their big Berthas with gas 
shells, and before I could adjust my 
mask I had gotten quite a dose of it. 
After five hours I succeeded in making 
my way back and spent six weeks in 
an American base hospital.” 

Smith, after being discharged from 
the hospital, saw service in Belgium, 
where he was on the morning of the 
signing of the armistice.

There is weeping and gnashing of teeth in the large cities at the repeal ^ 
of the daylight saving law. But they are not narrow minded about it. They 
admit that the law has been working a hardship to farmers, and that there 
is plenty of argument in favor of its repeal.

OPERATIONS START AT 

JAPANESE STEEL PLANT 


Tokio, June 1.—(By mail)—The 
Oriental Steel Company, the new 
Japanese $25,000,000 steel corporation, 
has begun operations and plans to 
turn out steel on a gigantic scale. 
The combine is an outgrowth of re¬ 
strictions enforced by foreign coun¬ 
tries on the export of steel during the 
war. The company will get Its ore 
from the Tung Chung mines of China 
and from Korea. 

The works are at Tobata, on the 
northern coast of Kyushu, one of the 
industrial centers of Japan. The 
workshops are modeled after the 
largest steel works in the United 
States and Europe. Every attention 
will be paid to the comfort and well¬ 
being of the staff and the workmen. 


The proposal to give public lands to returned soldiers neeus a cmuuu 
amount of watching. It Is an excellent one, If it does not operate to the 
soldiers’ disadvantage. 

It has been charged that the present scheme is to select land lying In 
desert districts or in swamps, and to impose upon the soldiers the work of 
reclamation.

The purpose of such a scheme should be to reward the soldiers not to 
enable the nation, or rather, that part of it that did not go to war, to profit at 
their expense. There are millions of acres of public land ready for cultiva¬ 
tion at once. Give that to the discharged veterans; the swamps can be 
drained and the deserts irrigated at the public cost—not at the expense of 
the soldiers. 

The loan offered to the soldiers to furnish them with the necessary 
funds would not discharge the nation’s debt, as the advances must be repaid 
at 4 per cent. If we are calling the grants a free gift, make them so in fact
